“It is easy to list the possibilities, 
but a difficult thing to remove the 
obstacles necessary to translate these 
possibilities into action.

OSLO, Norway, —(P)\— 
Captain Otto Sverdrup, much of whose 
long, adventurous life was spent on 
the ice which surrounds the arctic 
seas, died today at the age of 76. 

He was the man who commanded 
Fridtjof Nansen’s famous ship, The 
Fram, on the polar voyages of 1893. 
Norway placed him second only to 
Nansen and Roald Amundsen in the 
ranks of her greatest explorers. 

He and Nansen were the first white 
men to cross Greenland. They made 
the trip on.skis back «t the turn of 
the century.
